ASKING FOR RESPONSE BY DECEMBER 31.

OFFERED TO HOST DINNER IN HONOR OF MISSION. USINT 

BAGHDAD IN PROCESS OF CONFIRMING DATE FOR DINNER ON EVEING OF 
EITHER 1/20, 1/21 OR 1/22. 

4. HOTEL RESERVATIONS. WE HAVE CONFIRMED TWELVE SINGLE 
ROOMS FOR MISSION MEMBERS AND ONE SUITE FOR MISSION DIRECTOR 
FOR NIGHTS OF 1/18 - 1/22. SINGLE ROOM RATES ARE 8 IRAQI 

DINARS PER NIGHT PLUS 10 PCT SERVICE. RATE FOR SUITE IS 15 
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IRAQI DINARS PLUS 10 PCT SERVICE. ROOM PRICES INCLUDE A 
CONTINENTAL BREAKFAST. THE HOTEL DOES NOT ACCEPT ANY 
CREDIT CARDS. PAYMENT MUST BE IN CASH. APPROXIMATELY DOLS 3.40 US 
EQUALS 1 IRAQI DINAR. 

5. BIC. BECAUSE WE EXPECT NEARLY ALL APPOINTMENTS TO TAKE PLACE 
IN IRAQI OFFICES, THERE WILL BE NO BUSINESS INFORMATION 
CENTER. THE DIRECTOR S SUITE AND USINT OFFICES WILL BE 

USED FOR GROUP MEETINGS, AND THE HOTEL HAS AGREED TO ALLOW 
MISSION MEMBERS TO USE MEZZANINE LOUNGE GRATIS FOR ANY 
DISCUSSIONS THEY MAY WANT TO HOLD AT THE HOTEL. THE 
LOUNGE IS SECLUDED AND HAS AMPLE SPACE FOR PRIVATE 
MEETINGS. HOTEL WILL PROVIDE SERVICES FOR MEZZANINE. 

6. STAFFING. BILINGUAL LOCAL COMMERCIAL STAFF OF 
USINT WILL BE AVAILABLE AT HOTEL AND USINT TO ASSIST 
WITH APPOINTMENTS, SCHEDULING AND TRANSPORTATION. WE 
ANTICIPATE NO NEED FOR HIRING INTERPRETERS OR SECRETARIES. 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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MISSION WILL PAY FOR OVERTIME COSTS ONLY. 

7. TRANSPORTATION. LEASED TASIX WILL BE REQUIRED FOR 
TRANSPORTATION TO AND FROM AIRPORT. RECEPTIONS AND ALL 
APPOINTMENTS AT MISSION MEMBERS EXPENSE. WE HAVE HIRED 
FOUR TAXIS AT COST OF 10 DINARS (DOLS 34) PER DAY PER 
TAXI. HOURS OF HIRE WILL COVER 0800-2000. AN ADDITIONAL 
CHARGE OF 2 DINARS PER HOUR WILL BE MADE FOR USE AFTER 2000. FOR 
TRIPS TO BABYLONG, AN ADDITIONAL 5 DINAR FEE PER TAXI WILL 

BE CHARGED. THERE WILL ALSO BE AN ADDITIONAL FEE OF 2 DINARS 
PER CAR FOR AIRPORT TRIPS.
